January  7:  The  Last  Flight  of  Noah's  Ark 

The  turbulent  journey  of  survival  for  four  people  in  a 
rattletrap  B-29  bomber  loaded  with  farm  animals.  Elliott 
Gould  stars  as  a  high  living  pilot  hired  by  Genevieve  Bujold, 
a  prim  evangelist,  to  fly  a  vintage  B-29  full  of  livestock  to  a 
South  Pacific  mission.  Ricky  Schroder  and  Tammy  Lauren 
are  featured  as  orphans  who  stow  away  on  the  plane.  When 
the  plane  strays  from  its  course,  the  crew  is  forced  to  beach  it 
on  an  unmapped  tropical  island.  Aided  by  unexpected  allies, 
they  convert  the  plane  to  a  makeshift  sailboat  and  steer  to¬ 
ward  civilization. 

January  14:  Paper  Tiger 

In  this  delightful  film,  a  timid  but  richly  imaginative 
Englishman,  Walter  Bradburg  (played  by  David  Niven),  arrives 
in  a  Southeast  Asian  country  to  become  the  tutor  of  the  son 
of  the  Japanese  ambassador  (played  by  Toshiro  Mifune).  While 
inventing  stories  of  his  daring  exploits,  the  teacher  and  his 
charge  are  suddenly  abducted  by  terrorists,  and  Bradbury  is 
required  to  act  on  his  heroic  fantasies.  High  adventure  and 
comedy  are  blended  in  this  well-made  motion  picture. 

January  21:  George! 

George,  the  St.  Bernard  dog,  is  250  pounds  of  lovable 
trouble  that  arrives  “announced”  at  the  home  of  airline  pilot 
Marshall  Thompson.  Sent  to  a  Swiss  Alps  monastery  for  train¬ 
ing,  George  escapes  and  becomes  lost  in  the  rugged,  snow¬ 
bound  mountains.  In  trying  to  rescue  George,  both  master 
and  dog  are  engulfed  in  an  avalanche.  Their  thoroughly  funny 
adventures  will  tickle  all. 

January  28:  My  Best  Friend 

Heintje  Fleming  lives  with  his  mother  who  operates  a 
flower  shop  in  Hamburg,  Germany.  In  looking  at  old  news¬ 
paper  clippings,  he  discovers  his  father  is  a  racing  car  driver 
the  mother  had  divorced  many  years  ago.  Instead  of  going  to 
summer  camp  he  sets  out  in  search  of  his  father  and  soon 
learns  that  his  father  is  with  the  Hell  Drivers  in  Bremen. 
Briefly  meeting  his  father  following  a  crash,  Heintje  goes  from 
Bremen  back  to  Hamburg  and  loses  all  of  his  vacation  money. 
After  many  adventures  that  include  his  dog  “Mikki”  and  his 
father  winning  the  big  race,  the  family  is  happily  reunited. 
A  delightful  film  filled  with  beautiful  music  and  a  heart¬ 
warming  story. 


February  4:  Baker’s  Hawk 

A  growing  wave  of  violence  is  spreading  across  Springer,  a 
small  prairie  town  of  the  1  880s.  Many  voices  are  being  raised 
to  form  a  vigilante  committee.  Against  this  background  of 
unrest,  a  boy  named  Billy  finds  a  young  red-tailed  hawk  alone 
in  its  nest.  With  his  friend  Jeremy  they  rescue  the  fledgling 
bird  and  take  him  to  an  old  man  who  cares  for  wild  animals. 
The  old  mountain  man  and  the  boy  begin  training  the  hawk 
but  the  vigilantes  decide  that  the  old  man  should  be  run  out 
of  the  community.  Peace  eventually  returns  to  the  small  town 
and  the  hawk,  which  Billy  Baker  had  trained,  soars  distantly 
above  the  pines.  A  graceful  combination  of  family  wilderness 
and  a  traditional  western  plot. 


February  1 1 :  Flight  of  the  Doves 

A  delightful  and  music-filled  story  of  the  pursuit  of  two 
children  from  Dublin,  to  Galway,  Ireland,  by  their  sinister 
uncle  who  is  anxious  to  get  his  hands  on  money  the  young¬ 
sters  have  inherited.  The  versatile  Ron  Moody  plays  several 
roles  in  one  as  he  dons  various  disguises  to  trick  the  children. 
“You  Don’t  Have  to  be  Irish  to  be  Irish”  is  one  of  the  catchy 
songs  featured  in  this  delightful  fun-filled  film. 


February  18:  Flash,  The  Teenage  Otter  and 

Rusty  and  the  Falcon 

A  heartwarming  nature  drama  about  an  otter  and  his  mis¬ 
adventures  in  the  lake  region  of  Wisconsin.  The  antics  of  this 
most  playful  member  of  the  weasel  family  will  prove  a  delight 
to  everyone. 

In  the  second  film,  Rusty,  a  young  boy,  nurses  an  injured 
falcon  in  his  home.  The  pet  raises  havoc  and  Rusty  is  ordered 
to  get  rid  of  his  pet.  However,  the  falcon  saves  the  boy’s  life 
and  proves  the  link  that  binds  father  and  son  in  a  new-found 
relationship. 


February  25:  When  the  North  Wind  Blows 

An  old  trapper  decides  to  raise  a  Siberian  tiger’s  cubs  after 
she  had  been  shot  by  hunters.  Facing  the  dangers  of  the  snow- 
covered  Northern  wilderness,  he  gently  protects  and  carefully 
rears  the  cubs.  Crafty  villagers  capture  the  tigers  and  take  them 
to  town,  but  the  trapper  sets  them  free  again.  He  then  returns 
to  the  northwest  frontier  to  spend  the  rest  of  his  life  at  peace 
with  his  animal  friends. 
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
